CURING COLDS. 


Bimple Remedies That Will Often Cure 
P Them. 

To cure a stubborn cough take 5 
cents’ worth each of pressed hore- 
bound leaves, pressed hops and wild 
cherry bark. Boil together in a scant 
quart of soft water to form a strong 
@ark tea, strain the tea through cheese- 
cloth without squeezing, add a pound 
of loaf sugar and simmer slowly to a 
thick sirup. 

Take a teaspoonful several times a 
Gay, whenever the cough is distress- 
ing. For whooping cough add 5 cents’ 
forth of chestnut leaves to the other 
ingredients when making the tea, 

A slight cough may often be quickly 
cured by gargling with hot water in 
which a little soda has been dissolved. 
This is excellent for croup: Take a thin 
cloth—either linen or cotton—saturate 
ft with pure glycerin, add a few drops 
of camphor, then sprinkle nutmeg 
thickly over all and apply to throat 
and chest, 

Camphor is a handy remedy in case 
of colds which make breathing difi- 
cult. Moisten a handkerchief with the 
camphor and lay it on the pillow. The 
fumes will relieve the head and induce 
sleep. 

For dryness in the throat hold a few 
@rops of glycerin in the mouth as 
Jong as possible with the lips closed or 
geargie the throat with equal parts of 
glycerin and water.

CANING THE CULPRIT. 


The Marks It Leavée fo Look Worse Than 
the Whaling Feels. 

In a London police court recently a 
teacher in a public school was prose- 
cuted for assaulting a pupil by caning 
him. The magistrate decided that he 
had not used undue violence and there+ 
fore discharged the master. 

In this case the father of the boy 
who had been caned took him to a 
physician on the evening of the day 
of his castigation and this doctor found 
about fifteen wheals on the lad’s back, 
This was evidence of severe punish- 
ment, but the magistrate considered it 
was not too severe for the offense 
which had caused it, and said that 
parents had formed an exaggerated 
opinion of the amount of force that 
had been used. 

Commenting on this the London Lan- 
cet says: 

“A blow from a cane causes at the 
time an appreciable amount of pain 
(which, by the way, is what it Is in- 
tended to do), but it leaves behind a 
mark quite out of proportion in its 
formidable character to the amount of 
suffering which it causes after the first 
sting has been endured. If any one 
doubts this, having perhaps avoided 
the opportunity to observe It in the 
course of an exemplary boyhood, the 
experiment is easily made. Any small 
boy will be willing to do his share by 
inflicting upon the seeker after truth 
a sharp cut or two, the results of 
which will no doubt be distinctly felt 
for a time, but only for about an hour, 
while there will be visibie on the well 
protected and tender skin of the back 
for some days wheals which wouid 
harrow the heart of any mother.”

The Plays Are Long and the ‘‘Invis- 
ible’ Characters Are Unique. 

Although the Japanese have copied 
the best institutions in the worid in 
remodeling their own, the theatre in 
Japan is essertially different froth 
other countries, and some of the best 
ideas might well be copied by our 
houres of amusement. The revolving 
stage, for instance, which allows the 
scene to be changed without a long 
tiresome wait is one of them, 

Other features can ot be_so much 
commended, Take for example the 
dressers to the chief actors, who flit 
hurriedly to and fro dressed in black, 
which gives them the appearance of 
black spectres. They are supposed to 
be invisible, and in addition to throw- 
ing around the actors with a marvel- 
ous dexterity the changes of costume 
they act as valets. It is amusing to 
see one of these ‘shades’ giving the 
hero a cup of tea, a fan, a handker- 
chief, or, if the situation is a drama- 
tic one, holding a taper at the end of 
a long stick, which lights up the 
actor's face, 

In Japan the theatre goer starts 
out at 9.30 or 10 o'clock in the 
morning. It is not necessary that 
he should have made a visit to the 
box office, for Jaran has no such’ 
‘stitution, There is a sort of tea 
houso or restaurant in front of each 
theatre, where the ticket can be 
arranged for; also refreshment or 
any sort of attention which may be 
needed during the lengthy play. Dur- 
ing the play attendants go about con- 
stantly with small handless cups of 
delicious amber tea which perfumes 
the air. 

When the scene opens there is no 
curtain to raise; neither de the ac- 
tors appear rt “right centre,’’ nor are 
they discovered seated at “L.C."” A 
character will appear not from the 
wings, »,ut from a sidewalk, These 
walks are often decorated with a 
flower border. He will repeat some 
lines, which some other character will 
answer from the walk at the other 
side of the stage, and so by degrees 
they make their way to the stage pro- 
‘per in the most natural manner. 

The Japanese have brought the 
pantomime to a high state of perfec- 
tion, and this is one of the most popu- 
lar forms of plays which are given. 


Minute Marvels. 


The rotifer is but an infinitesimal 
speck, about a thousandth part of an 
inch long. He is a water midge that 
needs a microscope to watch his 
movements. Ten thousand rotifers 
could sport in a tiny eggcup full of 
water without causing more commo- 
tion than would a single fish in any 
given bay. One would naturally sup- 
pose that such creatures were the 
most minute forms of animal life, 
but such is not the case. Wherever 
there is a “herd” of them they are 
accompanied by another species 
which are so small that in descrip- 
tions of the two they are likened to 
rats and horses. These tiny atten- 
dants on the rotifer vulgaris are onty 
one one-hundred thousandth of an 
inch in length.

REAL PATERNALISM, 


How Quebec Was Governed In the 
Barly Days. 

Some of the ordinances of the ear- 
ly Governor and Council of Quebec 
'n the days of the French regime, 
show to what extent the Government 
was paternal. For instance, the In- 
tendant Roudot came to the conclu- 
sion that the people in and about 
Montreal raised too many horses, 
which prevented them from raising 
cattle and sheep. He, therefore, com- 
manded that no inhabitant should 
own more than two horses or mares, 
and one foal. The people were given 
a time within which to dispose of 
their surplus horses, after which 
animals in excess of the specified 
number would be killed. 

Another remarkable ordinance was 
that of the Intendant Bigot, the 
“arch-grafter” of later years of the 
old regime. With a view of promoting 
agriculture and protecting the morals 
of the farmers by saving them from 
the temptations of the cities, he pro- 
claimed to them: ‘‘We prohibit and 
forbid you to remove to this town 
(Quebec) under any pretext what- 
ever without our permission in writ- 
ing, on pain of being expelled and 
sent back to your farms, your furui- 
ture and goods confiscated, and a 
fine of fifty livres laid on you for the 
benefit of the hospitals; and further- 
more, we forbid ‘ll inhabitants of the 
city to let houses or rooms to per- 
sons coming from the country on 
pain of a fine of one hundred livres, 
also applicable to the hospitals.” 

One of the problems of the econo- 
mists of to-day is how to check the 
movement cityward of the rural 
population—how to keep the people 
on the land, The problem is stil! un- 
solved, but, pressing as it is, it is 
quite certain that our Government 
would not dare adopt Intendart Bi- 
got’s drastic policy, which is only 
possible under an autocratic rule 
Lacked by adequate power to enforce 
it without regard to the will of the 
people. That such an ordinance was 
pessible shows what was the condi- 
tion of public affairs in Canada dur- 
ing the days of the old regime. 

“The spirit of absolutism,’’ writes 
Parkman, “is everywhere apparent. 
In regard to this very matter,” writes 
the Intendant Meules, “It is of very 
great consequence that the people 
should not be left at liberty to speak 
their minds,” 

One further instance of the point 
of view of the Government that ruled 
Canada during those now long-ago 
years. In 1671 a resident of Quebec 
named Paul Dupuy was heard to say 
that there is nothing like righting 
one’s self, and that whei. the people 
of England cut off the head of King 
Charles I., they did a good thing. 
This was twenty- -two years after the 
execution of Charles at the close of 
war against Parliament. 

Dupuy was arrested and taken be- 
fore the Sovereign Council. That 
body cared little about England's 
kings and had no reason for caring, 
but it held Dupuy guilty of speaking 
Ul of royalty in the person of the 
King of England, and condemned 
him to be led in a shirt, with a rope 
about his neck, and a torch in his 
hadn, to the gate of the Governor's 
palace and there to beg pardon for 
his words. From there he was to be 
taken to the pillory in the Lower 
Town to be branded on the cheek, 

ind set in the stocks for half an 
iour; then to be led back to prison, 
ind put in irons “till the information 
igainst him shall be completed.”
